and took off that deluding Cloud^whicb 
bad made me to wander jo lotfg in 
^arhnefs, and could not refi until 
. I embraced the Truth. 

My Father returned from India in 
.the Tear 17a », having been there 
about Ten Tears^ and brought over 
with him immenfe Riches ', I being 
then af Hamburgh, he fent over for * 
mcy and when I came, he embraced 
me with all the tender Love and Af- 
feSlion imaginable. 

But in all my earthly Ha£pinefs,
